The principal supplies of Balb Stone are obtained (rom 
Combe Down, Corsbam Down, Box Hill, and a little is still biougbt 
from Farleigb Down. 

COMBE DOWN STONE 

When properly selected, is an excellent weather stone, and can be 
used witb safety for Flintbs, Copings, 8^c., in any situation. 

Tbe best cpiality works easily, but tbe blocks cannot always be 
obtained free from Bars and Vents wbicb constitute tbe chief defects 
in this stone. Tbe beds vary fiom 10 inches to T feet 6 inches m 
thickness, and are occasionally found as much as 6 feet thick. 
Blocks of great length oi size cannot alwa} s be piocuied in this 
stone; but there is generally no difficulty in getting them fiom 5 to 6 
feet in length, and sometimes longer if lequired. The average 
size of the blocks is about 15 cubic feet. 

COESHAM DOAVN STONE 
Is usually free from the Bars and Vents which aie found in the 
Co.mbe Down, and being a particularly sound stone, blocks can be 
obtained of any moveable dimensions. The beds vaiy fiom 1 foot 
to 4 feet in thickness. This stone is finei in textuie and more 
regular in cpialitv than any other desciiption of Bath Stone, it 
works cheaply; and is welf adapted both foi exteinal and internal 
purposes (excepting Plinths, for which a coarser stone is geneially 
preferred). Below the beds of fine stone aie two beds oi hauler 
quality distinguished fiom the finer by the name of Corn Gut. 
This stone is equally good m coloiii and quality, but, on account 
of its hardness, cannot be economically used for any purposes on 
which much labour is lequiied. For heavy woik it is veiy suitable, 
and also does well foi steps and landings. One of these beds is 
usualU 2 feet 9 inches deep ; the other, 4 feet to 4 feet 6 inches. 

Corsbam Down Blocks average 24 cubic feet. (See Analy sis of 
this Stone, at next page.) 

FAELEIGH DOWN STONE, 

Is some miles distant from rail or water carriage. The upper 
beds vary in thickness from 10 inches to 2 feet b inches, and die 
distinguished as the white beds. The bottom bed is coaiser in 
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texlnre than the upper hcds, and is of a reddish hue. This bed 
IS supposed to stand the \^ealhei belter than the >^hile beds, which 
are more suitable lor internal purposes. 

T he average size of Faileigh Down Blocks is 14 cubic feet. 

BOX GKOrXD STONE 

Is course in texture but sound in quality, and a good weather 
Slone. It IS haider than the Combe Down stone, but being less 
subject to Vents, it works at less cost. It is taken from the same 
hill as the Corsham Down, and can be obtained in blocks of 
considerable dimensions. The beds vaiy fiom 1 foot to 4 feet in 
thickness.
